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Continuation of 13. Other; Claims 4 and 10 have been amended to omit the phrase "independently operable" which rendered the claims 
indefinite. Claim 4 has been amended to include the phrase "wherein the spreadsheet program and drawing program are each capable 
of executing apart f rom one another". This amendment raises new issues because it is not clear what "apart" means. Does "apart" imply 
that the spreadsheet program and the drawing program are each capable of exclusively executing at different times? Or does it simply 
mean that the spreadsheet program and the drawing program are capable of executing simultaneously, but are physically apart/distant 
from one another - it is possible that the spreadsheet program can feed data/commands to the drawing program even if they are 
physically apart from one another. With respect to the amended claim 4, it may be possible that the spreadsheet program is capable of 
executing apart from the drawing program, that is to say, the data in the spreadsheet can be utilized by programs other than the claimed 
drawing program. However, questions arise as to whether the claimed drawing program is capable of executing ( drawing a timing chart ) 
apart from the spreadsheet program, that is to say, is the drawing program capable of drawing a timing chart without r eceiving 
commands from the spreadsheet data file, which is accessible through the spreadsheet program? The subject invention is directed to 
capturing data/commands from a spreadsheet file accessible through a spreadsheet program to invoke a drawing program to draw a 
timing chart. Without the commands from the spreadsheet file, the drawing program cannot produce a timing chart at all. 
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
